Berlinn, Langley win quiet school races

Despite comfortably win- 
ning the Romulus Community 
School Board elections Mon- 
day, incumbent Sandra Lang- 
ley and former board member 
Kenneth Berlinn questioned 
the shrinking voter turnout. 

Only 852 voters took time to 
cast ballots on the off-day elec- 
tion, with Berlinn the high vote 
getter at 533. Langley pulled 
530 votes and challenger Pau 
line Calhoun received 414 
votes. 

The low voter turnout, along 
with the report that only three 
non- incumbents are seeking 
election this fall to city council 
seats, raised deep concerns 
with both Berlinn and Langley. 

“Pm pleased with the final 
results and want to thank the 
voters for their support,” Lang- 
ley said, ‘‘but the extremely 
small turnout has me wonder- 
ing.” 

The turnout was so light at 
3:30 p in., Langley said, she ac- 
tivated her phone bank volun- 
teers to get out her supporters. 


Berlinn also expressed hap- 
piness to be “returned to the 
team,” but said he was frus- 
trated with the poor turnout. 

“Voters owe it to themselves 
to get involved and to support 
the candidate of their choice 
or to become a candidate 
themselves,” he said. 

“Two election days so close 
in time this month, both on off 
days (Wednesday and then 
Monday) obviously confused 
many,” Berlinn said. 

But if they simply turned on 
the TV on Monday morning 
they would have been re- 
minded to vote,” Berlinn con- 
tinued. 

He praised his family and 
other volunteers for aiding his 
campaign to return to the 
board after a one-year ab- 
sence. Berlinn lost last year as 
five candidates sought two 
seats. 

This year incumbent Dan 
Bales announced he was retir- 
ing after more than 12 years on 
the board. Berlinn then de- 
cided to seek a return to the 
board.

Calhoun campaigned 
strongly on the “time for a 
change” theme, stressing her 
displeasure with administra- 
tion financial practices, low 
Michigan Education Assess- 
ment Program (MEAP) scores 
and potentially unhealthy as- 
bestos abatement practices. 

Both Langley and Berlinn

stressed their experience on 
the board and the need to com- 
plete the massive technology 
program. 

Langley said it is important 
to return to candidates' night 
sessions to help educate voters 
on candidates’ opinions. Other 
efforts will also be needed to 
spur election day turnouts. 
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Builder faces new trial

Jailed home builder Byrne 
Benson, who allegedly ignited 
a number liens against Ap- 
plewood Subdivision home 
owners this spring, faces a pre 
trial hearing at the Frank Mur 
phy Hall of Justice on June 23. 

Benson, currently serving a 
one-year sentence in the Oak 
land County Jail on similar 
charges pressed by sub 
contractors of homes he had 
built in Waterford Township, 
appeared in the 34th District 
Court on June 9. 

Benson was always known 
as a “slow payer” by his sub- 
contractors. Judge Henry 
Zaborowski was told by a 


stream of complainants, who 
charged Benson has failed to 
pay them for many of the 
homes he ordered built in the 
Applewood Subdivision. 

The sub-contractors also re- 
vealed this spring they were 
forced to File liens against the 
Romulus home buyers and 
even threatened some homeo- 
wners with eviction. 

Benson. 60. of Ortonville, 
was charged with 13 alleged vi- 
olations of the builder contrac- 
tor funds in relation to the 
Applewood home construc- 
tion. 

But while his wife, Mary, 59. 
was not charged in Oakland 
County, Romulus police did 
file a dozen complaints against 
her since she signed checks 


and appeared at real estate 
closings in the Wayne County 
area. 

Eight sub-contractors and 
three Applewood Subdivision 
homeowners were questioned 
by Assistant Wayne County 
Prosecutor Curtis Smith on 
June 9 and they testified that 
the Byrnes failed to pay more 
than $700,000 in outstanding 
debts in relation to the Ro 
niulus homes. 

Zaborowski bound the clus 
ter of complaints over to the 
Frank Murphy Hall of Justice 
with a pre trial hearing slated 
for June 23. 

All witnesses against the 
Bensons were asked to leave

$1 million fire 
hits city firm

A massive fire Sunday after- 
noon caused about $1 million 
in damage to the Central 
Transport building on Ecorse 
Road, but quick teamwork by 
Romulus and Taylor firemen, 
company management and 
“over the road” truckers 
helped keep the damage to a 
minimum, fire officials said. 

Romulus Fire Marshall 
David Allison said local fire- 
fighters received a 911 call 
from a Central Transport 
watchman at 2:28 p.m. Sunday. 

As local firemen arrived at 
the building at 29129 Ecorse 
(near Middlebelt), Allison 
said, flames were already 
shooting out of the roof, as 
massive amounts of black 
smoke caused by burning rub 
ber began to billow into the 
sky. 

Three Romulus fire stations 
sent 25 firefighters in response 
to the emergency call, Allison 
said, and kept the damage con 
tained to the strapping area 
and dock office of the firm, 
about one quarter of the entire 
building. 

A motorist driving by the 
fire area also rushed to a Tay 
lor Fire Station about a mile 
and a half away and alerted 
them to the fire, Allison said. 

Taylor firefighters from two 
stations sent about 22 addi- 
tional men to the fire scene 
and helped contain the blaze. 

Allison said firefighters 
used several tele-squirts (ae- 
rial units) to help beat down 
the flames during the two and 
a half hour battle. He also 
praised some off duty “over 
the road” drivers from Central 
Transport, who came to the 
scene and helped remove 
many of the trailers and other 


vehicles from the building al- 
lowing firemen more acces- 
sibility fr > the structure. 

Allison, who estimated the 
damage at about $1 million, 
said the cause of the fire re- 
mains undetermined, but is 
believed to have been electri 
cal. 

Mark Henning, Central 
Transport director of break 
bulk operations, also praised a 
number of company manage 
ment officials who came to 
work that afternoon to help 
spearhead operations to re- 
pair the damaged phone con 
nections by 4 a.m. Monday and 
allowed work to go on almost 
as normal all day Monday. 

Henning said Central Trans 
port opened operations in Ro- 
mulus in 1978 and it is 
currently the largest of nine 
such company operations in 
the nation, employing about 
250 individuals. 

Central Transport, in busi- 
ness for about 50 years, has 144 
facilities of various types 
across the U.S., he said. 

In addition to the building 
damage, Henning said, at least 
25 hi low vehicles also were 
damaged or destroyed by the 
fire. 

Henning was gratified that 
no one was injured and that 
damage was contained so 
quickly by firefighters and 
support staff. 

Allison also thanked the 
Salvation Army emergency 
staff from Wyandotte who re- 
sponded with food and cold 
drinks for firefighters during 
the 80 degree plus effort. Also 
supporting the firefighters 
with additional cold drinks 
were representatives of the 
Clark Oil company, he said. 

Allison said he believes the 
area of the building weakened 
by the fire will have to be 
razed and then replaced. 


Adult education 
being threatened

State Rep. Gregory Pitoniak 
(D-Taylor) warned Romulus 
residents Monday morning 
that Gov. John Engler will try 
to kill state funding for adult 
education soon. 

Speaking before a group of 
senior citizens. Pitoniak said 
he will fight Engler’s effort be 
cause he feels that such educa 
tional efforts are critically 
needed in these tough eco- 
nomic times. 

But despite the concern 
over the future following the 
rejection of tax reform Pro- 
posal A. Pitoniak found that 
most of the seniors were more 
angry with the continued delay 
in auto insurance reform. 

Pitoniak explained that a 
car insurance reform bill with 
a 16 percent cost cutback has 
been approved by both houses, 
but has yet to be signed by En 
gler. 

The bill would not take ef- 
fect until next year and would 
only guarantee the cuts for six 
months, Pitoniak said, and he 
voted against it. He preferred 
a bill that guaranteed the cuts 
for a minimum of 12 months. 

Pitoniak warned also that 
language in the bill would al 
low insurance companies to 
make some current guaran 
teed coverage optional at addi

tional costs, thereby diluting 
the 16 percent savings. 

Pitoniak distributed auto 
insurance comparison sheets 
to those at the Romulus Senior 
Center breakfast showing the 
difference between insurance 
listings now, what they would 
have been if Proposal D had 
been approved by voters last 
year and what the recently- 
approved House Bill 4156 in 
eludes. 

Pitoniak also offered infor 
mation on the recent change in 
Inheritance Law in Michigan. 

On June 8, Engler signed 
into law a house bill that re 
peals the state inheritance tax 
beginning Oct 1, 1993 and re 
places it with an estate tax. 

It shows that as of Oct. 1, 
1993 Michigan residents will 
not have to pay inheritance 
taxes unless the estate was val- 
ued at $600 000 or more.

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Romulus driver 
seriously injured 

A 25 year-old Romulus man 
was seriously injured early 
Sunday morning, when his car 
rolled over as he attempted to 
make a right hand turn at a 
high rate of speed at Wabash 
and Hannan Roads, police 
said. 

The victim, who was driving 
a 1978 Camaro, was traveling 
west on Wabash Road shortly 
before 1 a.m., police said, 
when he passed another auto 
and then attempted a right 
hand turn on Wabash. 

Witnesses said the Camaro 
was traveling at an excessive 
rate of speed (possibly up to 
100 miles per hour), when it 
loomed out of control and 
flipped over numerous times 
after the tires hit a ditch on the 
side of the road. 

Police said the victim, who 
suffered multiple injuries, was 
thrown 50 feet out the driver’s 
side window. The car rolled 
over sideways and landed 
against a tree, police said. 

A truck parked next to the 
tree also was damaged, police 
said. 

The victim was initially 
taken to Annapolis Hospital 
and later flown to University 
of Michigan Hospital. 

Police refused to release 
the victim’s name because the 
investigation is still being 
conducted.

the Romulus courtroom as the 
preliminary examination be- 
gan about 2 p.m. and then were 
called individually to testify. 

Almost in unison, the wit- 
nesses testified they had work 
ing agreements with Byrne 
Benson Buildings Inc. for two 
to 10 years and that he had a 
history of being a “slow payer”, 
but usually paid his bills 
within 60 to 90 days. 

But they said in the past 
year to 18 months even those 
late payments ceased and the 
non-payments have caused 
major economic problems for 
their companies. 

Many of these sub 
contractors have been forced 
to pass on their woes to the Ap 
plewood home owners, many 
of whom were first time 
buyers, in the form of liens and 
in some cases threats of evic- 
tion. 

The largest outstanding bill 
for any of the sub contractors 
appearing at the hearing was 
listed as $294,000 by Robert 
Pierson, president of the 
Pierson Davidson Lumber 
Yard of Redford. 

Pierson, who admitted so- 
cializing sometimes twice a 
year with Benson, said some of 
the bills dated back to 1989 

Other sub contractors who 
were owed smaller amounts 
testified they provided plumb 


ing, electrical, rough carpen 
try, masonry and carpeting 
products and services for Ben- 
son. 

All claimed that he prom- 
ised payments as soon as local 
economic conditions im 
proved. 

Three Applewood homeo- 
wners, Laura Coomers, Mic 
hael Peabody and Neal Golba, 
testified that Mary Benson at- 
tended the real estate closings 
on their homes and accepted 
checks or escrow funds for 
payments on their properties. 

Coomers said her family’s 
money was in an escrow ac- 
count, while the other two ho 
meowners said the checks 
were from local financial insti 
tutions. 

An attorney for Mary Ben 
son tried to separate her from 
official responsibility in the 


dealings, but many witnesses 
said she answered company 
phones, signed company 
checks and attended real es- 
tate closings on behalf of the 
Benson firm. 

A third family member, son 
Gregory, was listed as superin- 
tendent of the Applewood 
building venture. While he 
was one of the Benson com- 
pany officials local sub- 
contractors dealt with, no 
criminal charges were filed 
against him. 

Romulus Detective Sgt. Dan 
Snyder said the pair face six- 
month to three-year jail terms 
and up to $5,000 in fines for 
each Romulus violation. 

Benson’s attorney repeat- 
edly asked complainants if his 
client had paid bills in pre 
vious years, when the economy 
was stronger. Most admitted he 
had

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Permanent make-up colors faces

Imagine waking up in the 
morning or emerging from the 
swimming pool with your 
make-up neatly in tact. No 
more smears and smudges, no 
more pale, washed out look - 
just a natural permanent color 
on your eyelids, brows and 
lips. 

Through the skill of regis- 
tered nurse Vicki Holloway, 
who is certified in micropig 
ment implantation, permanent 
make-up can be applied to the 
upper and lower eyelids, eye- 
brows and lips of her clients. 

Holloway, who is currently 
employed in surgical intensive 
care at Henry Ford Hospital, 
has 14 years of nursing experi- 
ence. 

“My husband heard about 
permanent make-up, and sug- 
gested that I take the training. 
He thought my experience in 
nursing would be an asset,” 
said Halloway, a Belleville res- 
ident. 

She took her dermatechnol- 


ogy training through the Der- 
maflague Institute of Gadsen, 
Ala., which was founded and is 
managed by physicians and 
nurses, and also attended an 
advanced course in macro- 
theory demographies at the 
American Institute of Perma 
nent Color Technology in Los 
Angeles. 

“About half of my clients 
ask for permanent eyebrows or 
eyeliner,” said Holloway. “It’s 
wonderful for people with al 
lergies who can’t use makeup 
or for people with vision prob- 
lems who can’t see well 
enough to apply make-up.” 

Vicki Holloway publicizes 
her own work with a perma- 
nent lip liner and lower eyelid 
liner. 

“I may do the full lips later,” 
she said, noting that her light, 
permanent make-up is both 
natural looking and a time 
saver. “Colors can be as subtle 
or as bold as the client wants. 
The client and I work out a 
treatment plan.” 

It takes two to three visits to 


complete the permanent 
make up, she said. Any time 
during the application, the cli 
ent may opt to adjust the color 
to a lighter or darker shade. 
Lip liner, for example, can cor 
rect asymmetry and add defi- 
nition and fullness to lips. 

“It really is a permanent ap- 
plication. I saw a woman who 
had her make up done 10 
years ago, and it still looks 
very good,” Holloway said. 

While most of the perma- 
nent make-up requests come 
from women who want to en- 
hance their appearance, some 
people with physical problems 
use the technique to repair 
damage caused by illness, ac- 
cidents or disease. 

“I am starting to work with a 
woman who has a harelip. I’ll 
improve her lip line and cover 
the scars for her,” Holloway 
said. “I’ve provided eyebrows 
for people who have lost their 
hair through disease or medi- 
cal procedures. I also can 
cover freckles and age spots, 
but not warts.” 


Some of Halloway’s work n ; 
volves correcting mistake : 
made by untrained peoph. 
For example, one woman’s lip; 
were colored too vividly an£ * 
too large by a tattoo method. In 
addition, a blood vessel was 
broken in her eyelid during 
the process and the color ap- ; 
peared to smear around the : 
eye of the woman. 

“I have before and after pic- ! 
tures of the woman, and 1 was 
able to give her more attrac- 
tive lips and remove the 
‘smear’ during the micro pig- 
ment implantation process,” 
said Halloway. 

The technique, while not 
cheap, is affordable for most 
women, and a payment sched- 
ule can be used, Halloway 
said. Client may notice a bit of 
discomfort, but it is not a pain- : 
ful process.

All that glitters 

When the financial failure of a Massachusetts-based 
travel agency was announced last week, sympathy poured 
out for the students across the country who lost some $10 
million for deposits and pre paid travel fares. 

Of particular concern to us are the 19 Belleville High 
School students whose plans to spend two weeks in France 
are in jeopardy. Many of those students worked in week- 
end and after-school jobs to earn their travel money. Now, 
as the departure date is almost here, reports have sur- 
faced that the company president has left the country and 
the Belleville youths are in a “travel limbo” that they 
share with hundreds of other clients of the Massachusetts- 
based travel agency. 

The incident has prompted Congressman William Ford 
D-13 to request that Attorney General Janet Reno launch 
an investigation. 

Ford noted that, as chairman of the Education and La- 
bor committees, he is particularly sensitive to anything 
which could undermine the thirst of young people for 
learning. In his request for the investigation, Ford said 
that he takes “particular offense at his situation, where 
students seeking to further their studies have been treated 
so shabbily.” 

We agree with Congressman Ford's stance and we sup- 
port his request for an investigation. 

In addition, we believe this incident once again points 
out the need for residents of the community to support 
their hometown businesses - those who are members of 
the local chambers of commerce and who live, work and 
pay taxes in their community. We believe that only a little 
effort on the part of trip organizers would have revealed a 
number of western Wayne County travel agencies which 
could have provided the same service at a comparable 
price. 

We hear comments from local business owners who say 
that they are often passed by when residents purchase 
goods and services, but never ignored when there are 
collections taken for school- or community- related pro- 
grams. 

While supporting local business people because they 
support the community is not the only reason that resi- 
dents should seek out their area merchants and professio- 
nal people, it is a valid reason. The other reason, 
obviously, is that in the event of concerns or problems 
about the goods or services, you can step into their store or 
office and discuss your concerns face-to-face. 

Our deepest sympathy 

Last week, a high-speed police chase ended in death. 

An innocent man was killed when a motorist attempting 
to elude police crashed into the vehicle in which he was a 
passenger, injuring the driver and causing death. 

This isn’t the first time such a tragedy has occurred, nor 
we fear will it be the last. 

His family has our deepest and most heartfelt 
sympathy— as do the police officers involved in the situa- 
tion and the family and friends of the injured party. We 
have very little sympathy, however, for the man who re- 
portedly is to blame for the situation. 

That’s the man who took off at a high rate of speed and 
raced officers of the law through several municipalities 
attempting to elude capture. Now, whatever his reasons 
for his action may have been, they seem minor compared 
to the fact that he took a life. Senselessly and needlessly, a 
life was lost because he chose to attempt to elude police 
officers attempting to do their jobs. 

These officers had no idea who they might be pursuing 
or why this individual chose to flee. What did he have to 
hide? Did he have a hostage or a victim in the back seat or 
the trunk? Was he armed? 

They didn’t know. They only knew that they could be 
dealing with a guy driving on a suspended license or an- 
other Jeffrey Dalhmer with his latest victim in the trunk. 

They pursued him as good police procedure dictates. 
And if they hadn't? If they had just let him drive away? 
What kind of message would that send to the rest of soci- 
ety? You only have to obey police officers who stop you if 
you feel like it? 

We have no tolerance for the foolish, careless and heed- 
less actions of the individual who caused this heartbreak- 
ing death and caused this loss of life. 

And we are well aware that it easily could have been 
one of the pursuing officers whose life was lost. 

So, we’re very sure, are they.

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Attorney blasts 
new no-fault law 

To the editor: 

It is no secret that auto in- 
surance premiums are high 
and unaffordable for many 
people. The cost of health care 
has risen, hence medical pay- 
ments from auto accidents 
have risen. New cars cost 
more, therefore their replace- 
ment cost and repair costs are 
higher. 

The insur;apce industry has 
expended substantial re- 
sources in an effort to sell 
their prescription for no=fault 
reform. The blame cata- 
strophic claims and an alleged 
litigation explosion for high in- 
surance premiums. 

Insurance companies are 
permitted by law to make a 
profit by assuming risks for 
their insured. The premiums 
they charge are supposed to 
reflect their degree of risk. 
The no-fault law specifies who 
is responsible for losses di- 
rectly caused by an accident. 

Last year Proposal D was 
promoted by the state’s largest 
insurer, a company that con- 
trols some 25 percent of the 
auto insurance market, to “re- 
form” the no-fault law. Reform 
in this instance is simply reas- 
signing the risks of loss. Pro- 
posal D was soundly defeated 
by the voters in November. 

This year our legislators 
have passed a new no-fault re- 
form law. Lawyers argue that it 
is Proposal D with a new hat. 
The insurance industry says it 
is substantially different than 
Proposal D. The voters had no 
say in this law. 

The Michigan no-fault law 
requires an injured person to 
suffer “permanent disfigure- 
ment” or “serious impairment 
of a bodily function” before an 
injured person can collect one 
cent of pain and suffering com- 
pensation. This determination, 
to date, has been made on a 
case- by-case basis by a jury of 
your peers. 

One key change in the new 
law takes the threshold injury 
determination away from a 
jury of your peers and gives it 
to an elected judge. Appar 
ently, the insurance industry is 
gambling that they will have 
better luck lobbying elected 
judges to rule in their favor 
than they have had with juries 
or with the voters last fall. 

What is the practical effect 
of this change? As an attorney 
who represents persons in- 
jured in automobile accidents 
by the negligence of others, I 
firmly believe that the courts 
should be used as a last resort 
to resolve a legal claim, rather 
than a first resort. Previously, I 
had good success in negotiat- 
ing pre-litigation settlements 
with insurers by virtue of dem- 
onstrating to the insurer, with 
an analysis of the facts and the 
law, how it was in their inter- 
est to settle a claim. 



Pre-litigation settlements 
eliminate the cost of litigation 
and the risk of exposure to an 
unfavorable jury verdict. The 
client benefits by receiving a 
sum certain and avoids the 
stress and inconvenience of a 
trial. The taxpayers benefit by 
having one less dispute clutter 
up the court docket because 
reasonable, CQUfd find 

enough common ground to re- 
solve the dispute. 

The following are two exam- 
ples of claims that I have sub- 
mitted to the state’s largest 
insurer on behalf of injured 
persons since the no- fault law 
was recently “reformed.” I be- 
lieve the responses represent 
a policy change by the insurer 
that will negatively impact a 
great number of people. 

1. A vehicle driven by my 
client was struck from behind 
on a freeway, in broad day- 
light, by a drunk driver. My cli- 
ent suffered a severe whiplash 
injury and has lost over 20 
weeks of work time, to date. 

2. My client was a passenger 
in a vehicle which was struck 
from behind. My client had a 
pre-existing spinal laminec- 
tomy. My client suffered whip- 
lash and bulging disc in the 
mid-back that required a sur- 
gical procedure to dissolve the 
bulging disc, as a result of the 
car crash. My client has under- 
gone many weeks of physical 
therapy. 

In both instances the in- 
surer was advised of the claim 
and the injured person’s will- 
ingness to discuss an out of 
court settlement. In both in- 
stances the insurer sent rejec- 
tion letter, before receiving 
the full medical records or a 
settlement demand, saying the 
injuries were not sever 
enough. The adjusters told me 
that “soft: tissue injuries only” 
cannot by definition meet the 
threshold criteria, hence they 
will pay nothing. 

I believe this response re- 
flects more than a simple igno- 
rance of the unman anatomy. It 
is a policy decision by an in- 
surer with a large market 
share to eliminate a whole 
class of serious injuries as 
claims. My clients can either 
drop their claims, or file a law- 
suit. Either way the insurer 
stands to gain. Either they pay 
nothing for the claims or they 
can point to the lawsuits, re- 
gardless of he outcome, to bol- 
ster their claims to the public 
if a litigation explosion. The 
insurance business is surely 
more profitable when insurers 
don’t pay claims, but continue 
to collect premiums. 

Do the people of Michigan 
want to be exposed to these ad 
ditional risks? Will the prom 
ised premium savings justify 
the additional exposure? Are 


insureds getting what they 
have paid for?

Mayor’s task 
force criticized 

To the editor: 

Mayor Thomas announce- 
ment of a task force to combat 
drug abuse is a great political 
move in this intensive election 
year. It is truly in keeping with 
the nature of Mr. Thomas’ ten- 
ure as mayor to do nothing un- 
less it is politically expedient. 

Please don’t get me wrong. 
We certainly should do every- 
thing we can to combat drug 
abuse, but let’s take a closer 
look at the plan as explicated. 

1. “Seek state legislation giv- 
ing a 5 percent reduction in 
workmen’s compensation pre 
miums to businesses certified 
as drug-free workplaces.” 

One may always certainly 
seek but not necessarily find. 
The workmen’s compensation 
program covers a great deal 
more than drug abuse. To in- 
sinuate that people on work- 
men’s compensation are there 
due to drug abuse is irrespons- 
ible. As a Taxpayer Sendee 
Specialist with the IRS, I meet 
a great number of people that 
need help because of work- 
men’s compensation. These 
people are usually in that situ- 
ation due to unsafe working 
conditions or inadequate 
safety precautions, not drug 
abuse. Further, who will do 
the certifying? Mr. Thomas? 
The state, which doesn’t even 
have the funding for its cur- 
rent programs? The federal 
government? This is not a hair- 
cut on a tarmac or a pizza party 
in the White House, Mr. 
Thomas. This is a serious issue 
Which I have been involved in 
combating since 1967. The 
roots of drug abuse are many 
and have to be dealt with on a 
ease-by-case basis. More red 
tape and government involve- 
ment in the private affairs of 
individuals and business is 
never the answer. 

2. “Develop a Westland re- 
source book to inform parents 
about various drugs, their ef- 
fects and where to find help 
for drug and alcohol abuse.” 

This is not new. These books 
already exist. The fact that the 
City of Westland has not put 
together or sponsored a guide 
is a shame of the Thomas ad- 
ministration. The only way the 
currently available material 
could be improved upon is if 
Mr. Thomas employed the drug 
dealers themselves to provide 
the inside Information. 

3. “Establish parent support 
groups. 

Surprise, surprise, Mr. 
Thomas, these already exist. 

4. “Enforce a residential 
party ordinance that would 
‘strengthen the home’.” 

“Enforce a residential partv 


ordinance”? House police? Mr. 
Thomas, you cannot establish 
a value system by law. It didn't 
work in the former Soviet 
Union. It didn’t work in Nazi 
Germany, and we certainly 
don’t want it in Westland. Fam- 
ily values, cultural values, are 
indicative of each family’s her- 
itage and are something to be 
proud of. Who are you to say 
what kind of a party I can or 
cannot have? As long as indi- 
vidual freedom does not im- 
pinge upon the right of others, 
it is to be tolerated in a free 
society. 

5. “Feature a monthly cable 
television program to inform 
viewers about Youth Assis- 
tance, the Community Commis- 
sion on Drug Abuse and other 
organizations that combat 
drug and alcohol abuse.” 

Where have you been? That 
is what public sendee televi- 
sion is all about. It is to be 
used to provide a public ser- 
vice to the viewers thence the 
phrase “public sendee televi- 
sion”) not for personal propa- 
ganda to get re-elected. If you 
wish to see some of these pro- 
grams, turn on your TV. If you 
want better more responsible 
programming, view a different 
cable service. 

6. “Encourage neighbor- 
hood block clubs to discourage 
drug and alcohol use and es- 
tablish a neighborhood youth 
activity center.” 

What do you think the 
neighborhood block clubs are 
doing now, promoting it? The 
problem is not with the block 
clubs, but with the unrespon- 
siveness of your own adminis- 
tration. I have talked to many 
people that have proffered 
these comments. One lady re- 
peatedly reported a large drug 
dealer, but when did you send 
the police? Six o’clock. 

7. “Promote a substance 
abuse curriculum in local 
schools and offer awards, pen- 
nants and trophies to students 
who get involved.” 

A trophy or pennant for 
learning about drugs. I find it 
difficult to fathom a John 
Glenn honor student calling 
someone to his or her locker to 
show off the anti-drug trophy. 
A responsible substance 
abuse curriculum is something 
admirable though. That’s a 
good thought. Banners that de- 
clare “Drug Free and Proud” 
and trophies are an insult to 
the intelligence of high school 
students. These kids are much 
smarter than you think and un- 
less you give them the straight 
facts from the start and trust 
them to make the intelligent 
decisions they are capable of, 
your program is doomed from 
the start. 

One “minor” factor you left 
out. Money. How is this to be 
financed? From the money 
that should go to libraries, or 
roads, or water and sewers?

Unfinished business 

Glenn seeks to complete baseball mission Rockets began last year

Pre-trial hearing

Salvation Army names new general

The election of Canadian 
Bramwell H. Tillsley to lead 
the international efforts of the 
Salvation Army will have a 
positive impact on Salvation 
Army growth in Michigan, Lt.

During her tenure, nu- 
merous growth projects were 
begun by the Salvation Army 
in western Wayne County, in- 
cluding the Norwayne Corps, 
and also the creation of a new' 
Men’s Rehabilitation Center in 
Romulus following the buyout 
of current Salvation Army 
property on Goddard Road by 
Detroit Metro Airport. 

Harvey, who heads the East- 
ern Michigan Division of the 


Salvation Army, reports that 
Tillsley will continue that style 
of inner city and suburban ef- 
fort that is so critically needed 
in these tough economic times. 

He also will “encourage a 
spiritual renewal” for all in- 
volved in the Army. 

It will be full speed ahead 
for the $1 million Norwayne 
Corps headquarters in West- 
land later this year, Harvey 
said. At the present time the 
corps offices are located in a 
cramped storefront area on 
Venoy Road. The new' head- 
quarters including a gymna- 
sium will be constructed 
directly across the street later 
this year. 


During the long election 
process earlier this year, 
Tillsley spoke passionately be- 
fore the army high council on 
his commitment to the com- 
monality of goals throughout 
the 98 countries where the Sal- 
vation Army now' serves. 

Tillsley grew' up in a Salva- 
tion Army family and his par- 
ents named him Bramwell in 
honor of the eldest son of the 
army founder, William Booth. 
Bramwell Booth also served as 
general from 1912 to 1929. 

Tillsley and his wife, 
Maude, both grew up in east- 
ern Canada. Two of their three 
children currently serve as 
Salvation Army officers.

Pumping them up 

Local chiropractor speaks to 
bodybuilders’ convention

Dr. James Gregg, director of 
the Gregg Chiropractic Life Cen- 
ter in Garden City and presi- 
dent of the International 
Chiropractors Association 
(ICA), was a featured speaker 
at a natural health bodybuild- 
ing symposium highlighting 
400 physicians and professio- 
nal weightlifters, plus actor 
and former world bodybuild 
ing champion Arnold Schwa- 
rzenegger. 

Staged recently at the Hyatt 
Regency Hotel in Columbus, 
Ohio, the event ran in conjunc 
tion with the Arnold Classic , a 
world bodybuilding champion- 
ship, and strongly promoted 
steroid-free athletes, primar- 
ily bodybuilders, who alleged 
abuse steroids to the tune of 
millions of dollars per year. 

“Arnold Schwarzenegger 
has learned through the 


years,” Gregg said, “the bene- 
fits of chiropractic care for 
those working out or training 
for competition. And because 
I’m the ICA president, he 
asked me to speak on natural 
health topics.” 

The ICA, Gregg said, has 
closely been associated with 
athletes for years often travel- 
ing with U.S. Olympic teams.

Final conference is 
scheduled for suspects 

A June 25 final conference has 
been scheduled for a Westland man 
and a Taylor woman on armed rob- 
bery charges before Detroit Wayne 
County Recorder’s Court Judge Bev- 
erly Ann Jasper. 

John Ray Davis, 41, from West- 
land, and Tina Longo (alias Dawn 
Davis) from Taylor, allegedly 
robbed the Tubs and Tumblers in 
Wayne at 12:45 a.m. April 19, accord- 
ing to Wayne police Lt. Mel Drews. 

Both suspects were arraigned 
May 5 in the 29th District Court on 
charges of armed robbery. 

“They took cash from the night 
clerk at gun point,” Drews said. 
“They were arrested by the Michi- 
gan State Police. Other police de- 
partments including Canton and 
Taylor have armed robbery charges 
pending for them.” 

Longo received a $100,000 cash 
bond, and Davis received a $200,000 
cash bond. Drews said Davis has a 
lengthy criminal record including 
armed robbery and has already 
spent several years in prison on 
previous armed robbery convic- 
tions. 

Jury trial is scheduled 
for Inkster man 

An Oct. 27 jury trial has been 
scheduled for an Inkster man 
charged with armed robbery before 
Detroit Wayne County Recorder’s 
Court Judge Warfield Moore Jr. 

Jovan Claybron, 18, allegedly 
took an unknown amount of money 
at gun point from a clerk at a 7-11 
Food Store in Wayne, 32324 An- 
napolis, at 12:20 a.m. March 26, ac- 
cording to Wayne police Lt. Mel 
Drews. 

“He was arraigned April 2, and a 
not-guilty plea was entered,” Drews 
said. “A $25,000 cash bond was set.” 

Claybron appeared for an exam- 
ination April 14 before 29th District 
Court Judge Carolyn Archbold, and 
the $25,000 cash bond was reduced 
to $10,000 or 10 percent. 

Wayne man to 
appear for sentencing 

A July 12 sentencing has been 
scheduled for a Wayne man charged 
with assault with a dangerous 
weapon before Detroit Wayne 
County Recorder’s Court Judge 
Harvey Tennen. 

James Brock, 22, was despondent 
over losing his job, and he pointed a 
gun at his girlfriend at 8 p.m. March 
16 at his home on Hayes Street, ac- 
cording to Wayne police Lt. Mel 
Drews. 

“He was arraigned March 31, and 
a not-guilty plea was entered,” 
Drews said. “At the April 12 exam- 
ination, a $15,000 bond was set or 10 
percent.” 

No injuries occurred during the 
incident. Brock released his girl- 
friend to police before the arrest 
took place.

Want to play, gotta pay. 

The Wayne Police Department sent out a strong message last week that 
prostitution in the community which has been a hindrance to business 
owners and residents will not be tolerated. 

During a two day sting operation in conjunction with Westland police, 
Wayne officers arrested 22 individuals for accosting and soliciting, accord 
ing to Wayne police Lt Mel Drews. 

“The arrests occurred between June 15 and 16,” Drews said. “We also 
seized 21 vehicles. All the individuals arrested were given notices of sei- 
zure. They will have to work with Wayne County to get their vehicles back.” 

Accosting and soliciting is a 90-day misdemeanor. The defendants will 
each have to pay $852 to retrieve their vehicle from Wayne County. 

Drews said prostitution is constant in the area from Dearborn Street to 
Gloria in Wayne. Two undercover Westland police officers portrayed pros- 
titutes near Venoy and Michigan Avenue during the two-day operation. 

As each car or van pulled into the designated parking lot, the under- 
cover officers asked what the individual wanted. Some requested oral sex 
acts while others wanted to know what the undercover officer had to offer. 

Prostitution is a constant thing in this town as well as in other commu- 
nities and states throughout the country,” Drews said. “We’re tired of it. 
We’re going to end it If they want to play, they're going to have to pay.” 

Once the individual told the undercover officer what they wanted and 
how much they would pay, she signaled Wayne-Westland officers who 
surrounded the defendant’s vehicle within a matter of seconds. 

“It’s like a triangle with prostitution,” Drews said. “You have the individ-

Gary Stephen Greenwell, a 34-year-old former Westland resident, will be 
arraigned tomorrow on three charges of first-degree criminal sexual con- 
duct (CSC) in Washtenaw County 14 A-l District Court. 

The 1976 John Glenn High School graduate was initially arrested May 26 
for allegedly assaulting a business associate’s 9-year-old son. A district 
magistrate later ordered Greenwell held on a $1 million bond when sher- 
iff’s deputies discovered boxes of sexually explicit home- made child por- 
nography, plus 59 bags of marijuana, marijuana plants and 100 LSD tablets 
in his Superior Township home. 

Sheriffs investigators are sorting through some 1,700 video cassettes to 
determine if and exactly how many children may have been molested in 
Greenwell’s home, Sgt. Brian Miller of the Washtenaw County Sheriff’s 
Department, said. 

‘T e ’ re seriously viewing some tapes right now,” Miller said Thursday. 
Vvere probably about one-third through. I’d say this man (Greenwell) 
appears to be a serious pedophile.” 

Greenwell, a successful executive producer with the Bloomfield Hills- 
based Ross Roy advertising firm, also is charged with four counts of second 
degree CSC. Each sexual assault charge is divided, Miller said, among 
several individuals, including three attacks on an 8-year old boy. Convic- 
tion means a mandatory life sentence. 

Greenwell is the oldest of three children raised in a central Westland 
disti ict. His father Dillard, a plumber at a Detroit automotive manufactur- 
ing plant, neighbors said, worked 10- to 12-hour days, including Sunday and 
holidays, taking only Christmas and New Year’s off.

Graduation day 

Diploma 
awarded in 
hospital room

While high school graduations are usually 
emotion-packed ceremonies marked with tears 
of joy and fond memories, one recent diploma 
celebration was truly exceptional. 

Jubilant friends and family members at- 
tended a graduation ceremony at University of 
Michigan Hospital on Wednesday for a West- 
land high school senior who had both legs am- 
putated in late May. 

Timothy Cassidy, an 18-year-old John Glenn 
High School varsity wrestler, was trying to push 
a friend’s stalled car off Ford Road when he 
was struck by a vehicle driven by off-duty West- 
land Police Officer Tim Kennedy, crushing Cas- 
sidy’s legs between the two cars, police said. 

Cassidy, who underwent four major sur- 
geries, had to have both legs amputated above 
the knees and was often ill fighting infections 
before the graduation ceremony. 

The accident occurred May 27 when Cassidy, 
after buying flowers for his school prom, drove 
off with friend Joseph Wagner, a 17-year-old 
John Glenn student. Wagner’s 1985 Mazda ran 
out of gas and stalled on Ford Road, between 
Carlson and Wayne roads just before 3 p.m., 
police said. 

Cassidy got out of the car to push it from the 
rear, when the vehicle driven by off-duty police 
officer Kennedy, who apparently failed to see

him in the eight lane, crushed him between the 
two cars, police said. 

Cassidy was transported to Annapolis Hospi- 
tal in Wayne and then air- lifted by helicopter 
to U-M Hospital, where he is now in stable con- 
dition after spending nearly two weeks in in- 
tensive care. 

Police said no alcohol was involved on the 
part of the officer or the teenagers. Wagner suf- 


fered an injured left elbow and a bloody nose, 
but was not seriously injured, police said. 

Kennedy was issued a violation by Westland 
police for failing to stop in an assured clear 
distance. Kennedy should appear in Westland 
18th District Court sometime this week, Sgt. Pe- 
ter Brokas said. The penalty for the charge is

Burning love? Man accused of setting date on fire

An 18-year-old Romulus man was arrested 
Wednesday following allegations that he dropped 
a girl into a bonfire early Sunday following her 
refusal to have sex with him at his birthday party. 

Romulus Detective Sgt. Joe Wedesky said Mic- 
hael Tomason was celebrating his birthday with a 
group of male friends Sunday night in the back 
yard of a home on Castle Road. 

Tomason reportedly called the 17-year-old fe- 
male victim to the party about midnight, Wedesky 
said, after the group of men had consumed some 
alcohol. 

The victim told police Tomason was rather 
abusive to her after she arrived and she refused 
his sexual invitations. 

Her refusal apparently angered Tomason. the 


victim said, as he then threatened to throw her 
into the bonfire if she continued to refuse his 
sexual demands. 

When she refused again, the victim said. 
Tomason picked her up and held her over the fire 
while continuing to threaten her. 

Wedesky said the victim was then either 
dropped or fell into the fire and suffered third 
degree burns of the right arm and upper back. 

She reportedly held onto Tomason’s neck and 
pulled him into the fire with her, Wedesky said. 
Tomason suffered first and second burns of the 
arms. 

The victim then kicked her purse out of the 
fire, grabbed it and ran to her parked car. 
Wedesky said. 

A witness said the victim s hail was smoldering 
as she fled from the scene. 


The woman quickly locked herself in her car, 
Wedesky said, while Tomason tried to claim that 
he wasn’t serious in his demands. 

The victim was admitted to Beyer Hospital in 
Ypsilanti for treatment. She was released 
Wednesday. 

Tomason was called to Romulus Police head- 
quarters Wednesday, questioned and subse- 
quently charged. 

He was arraigned before 34th District Court 
Judge Henry Zaborowski on a charge of assault to 
do great bodily harm less than murder and or- 
dered held in lieu of $50,000 cash bail. 

The victim told Zaborowski her burns were 
caused ’‘because I refused to have sex” with 
Tomason. 

A preliminary examination was set for 9 a.m. 
June 23 in the 34th District Court.

Rule. It is the best advice for 
the way people should live. It 
is important to respect others 
and treat them the way you 
want to be treated,” he said. “I 
can’t abide inconsideration for 
others, whether it’s in traffic or 
in daily living.”

“I never saw him (Dillard 
Greenwell) spend one minute 
with those kids,” said one wo- 
man requesting anonymity, as 
did everyone interviewed by 
The Associated Newspapers due 
to the nature and extent of the 
alleged crimes. 

Loraine, his home-maker 
mother, is described as “very 
straight-laced” and “nice.” 
The couple retired alone to Al- 
abama four years ago and 
were unavailable for com- 
ment. 

Greenwell’s younger twin 
siblings, Gregory and Tanya, 
are described by neighbors as 
“different.” Greg Greenwell, 
one neighbor said, wasn’t al 
lowed to leave the front yard 
and simply elected to “stare 
from his window,” the neigh- 
bor added. 

Tanya, was killed in January 
1991 in a single-vehicle acci- 
dent on Geddes Road. Gary 
sent each funeral home visitor 
a videotaped history of his sis- 
ter’s life complete with music 
and chronological pictures. 

“His letter said he got a 
.bunch of videos real cheap,” 
one woman said. “I threw mine 
away because my mother had 
just died. The tape was well 
done and it made me too sad.” 

Greenwell attended Stot- 
tlemyer Elementary School, 
Marshall Junior High School 
and graduated from John 
Glenn in 1976. He was a staff 
writer on the John Glenn stu- 
dent newspaper for two years 
and an honors graduate. Ad- 
viser Dan Diadiun recalls 
Greenwell as “bright” but “not 
a stand-out student.” Several 
standard class photographs 
show him standing a notice- 
able distance from fellow 
classmates, wearing long hair 
and a strikingly serene smile. 

But apparently there were 
two sides of Gary Greenwell. 

“I hope they lock him up,” 
one visibly shaken former 
neighbor said. 

Andther neighbor said: “No 
one was shocked when they 
heard Gary was arrested.” 

Friends and business ac- 
quaintances, however, painted 
Greenwell in a far different 
light.

At age 34, Greenwell was a 
successful television commer- 
cial and in- house video pro- 
ducer for Ross Roy heading 
production of large corporate 
accounts, including Chrysler. 
Unique in several ways, one 
woman said, Greenwell, was 
unafraid to promote friends’ 
careers and actually helped an 
acquaintance found and de- 
velop a flourishing Canton 
Township set-designing firm. 
In three years, with Green- 
well’s guidance, the owner was 
able to leave a factory job and 
build a thriving 10-employee 
company. 

“He’s simply a genius,” an- 
other friend said. 

The woman said Greenwell 
was intensely private about his 
personal life, and admitted 
that she thought he was homo- 
sexual. Travelling only in the 
company of men, the woman 
said, Greenwell also had a 
male housekeeper. She ac- 
knowledged that close friends 
believed Greenwell was grow 
ing and smoking marijuana. 

“But it wasn’t that big of a 
deal, she added. “He’s just a 
very motivated person that 
loves his work. No one cared 
about the drugs.” 

Miller said the personality 
of a pedophile includes a ten 
dency to be an achiever and 
highly personable. 

“That’s what makes the pe- 
dophile so successful,” the vet 
eran street detective said. 
“They’re very calculated and 
very motivated.”

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abilities get jobs with pay through the Sup- 
ported Employment program. 

• Enabled one couple to purchase their 
own home. 

“We do not operate the homes,” Dehem 
said. “We provide a case management per- 
son who follows how a person is doing on a 
day-to-day basis. 

“We have a professional staff to assist 
individuals with their various needs. Much 
of our revenue is derived from the federal 
government.” 

Another major component of WCLS is 
finding work for those with developmental 
disabilities. 

“It’s amazing how jobs revere the people 
that have them,” Dehem said. “They are 
anxious to get there in the morning. They 
are always on time, and they work hard.” 

WCLS employs more than 250 people. 
They will occupy approximately 60,000 
square feet of the Metro facility, according 
to City Manager John Zech. He said WCLS 
will be fifth largest employer in the city. 

Mike Sloan, managing agent for Metro- 
Place Center, said it took more than a year 
of negotiations for a decision to be reached 
with WCLS. 

“This decision was reached due to a com- 
bined effort with the city, great bankers, ex- 
cellent attorneys and excellent partners,” 
Sloan said. “It was a team effort. It’s some- 
thing we’ve been waiting for a long time.” 

MetroPlace Center officials are now in 
the process of renovating the interior to 
convert the building from a retail space to 
offices in order to facilitate the needs of 
WCLS.

Veterans seek employment

Veterans seeking employ- 
ment are prepared to match 
their training, experience and 
discipline with anyone in the 
job market. However, for many 
returning veterans, the slow 
economy and corporate down- 
sizing have hindered their at 
tempts to gain employment 

In an effort to assist vet- 
erans to find employment in 
the private sector, the Michi 
gan Employment Security 
Commission (MESC), along 
with local veterans organiza- 
tions, is sponsoring an Employ 
a Vet Expo ‘93 on June 23. 

The exposition, which is 
slated from 9 a.m. to 3:30 p.m. 
at the Light Guard Armory, 
4400 E. 8 Mile Road, is open to 
veterans who register with a 
veterans representative at an 
MESC office. 

“Some 40.000 veterans were 
expected to return to Michigan 
in 1993, but we expect that nu- 
mber to double,” said Larry 
Jones, veterans representative 
at the MESC Canton office. 
“The veterans are well 


trained, well disciplined and 
ready to work every day. We 
had a call from an employer 
who was very pleased with the 
veterans her company had 
hired. She said they were so 
diligent about coming to work 
that they had to be sent home 
when they were sick.” 

Jones, who is a veteran him 
self, said returning service 
men and women have a lot to 
offer their employers. In addi- 
tion to the training, discipline 
and experience that the vet- 
erans have gained in the ser- 
vice, they also have developed 
a work ethic that makes them 
desirable employees. 

“We have an unfortunate sit- 
uation here with the military 
reducing its forces at the same 
time that businesses are down- 
sizing,” Jones said. “We are 
hoping that the job fair can 
match employers with vet- 
erans who are seeking jobs, 
and provide benefits for both.” 

One of the duties of the 
MESC staff is to translate mili- 
tary jobs into their equivalent 
in civilian employment. 

“We have a nuclear subma- 
rine missile technician who is 


seeking employment. At first, 
it would appear that there is 
not much of a market for that 
type of job in Michigan, but he 
must have a lot of technical 
skills to have attained that re 
sponsibility,” Jones said. “We 
need to match his technical 
skills and his level of respon- 
sibility with a civilian job. For 
example, the kinds of technol 
ogy that is used on missile 
launchers can be used in ro 
botics.” 

Jones said he has received 
positive feed back from em- 
ployers who are pleased with 
the veterans they hired. 

“We not only work with vet- 
erans who have recently left 
the service, we also seek jobs 
for veterans from the Vietnam 
era. There is still some stigma 
left, but public attitude has 
changed a lot in the past 20 
years,” Jones said. 

“The job fairs are just as 
beneficial for employers as for 
veterans,” said F. Robert Ed- 
wards, MESC director. “They 
not only allow employers and 
veterans to make numerous 


contacts in a single location, 
but they present an excellent 
opportunity for employers to 
find workers who are high 
skilled, motivated and dedi- 
cated.” 

“Employers can expect the 
quality of the applicants to be 
as good if not better than those 
at any private sector job fair,” 


said George Johnson, chair of 
the Michigan Job Service Em- 
ployers* Council. 

In a special tribute issued 
by Gov. John Engler, he urged 
the public “not to forget the 
debt we owe these men and 
women who have loyally 
served our nation in war, and 
we must never take for granted 


their contributions and sacri- 
fices.” The governor called for 
citizens to recognize the skills 
that veterans are able to con 
tribute to the work environ- 
ment.

City officials in Inkster are 
wondering who gave a pornog- 
raphy shop owner permission 
to expand a wall and parking 
lot on Michigan Avenue. 

The officials had no an- 
swers Wednesday night when 
the chairman of the Planning 
Commission questioned the le- 
gality of the owners of Book 
Shack to make the renova- 
tions. 

“They demolished the 
house on the corner over there 
and extended the back wall to 
Isabelle. They’ve added park- 
ing space - doing all of this 
without permits and a site 
plan,” said Danny Williams, 
chairman of the Planning Com- 
mission. “I believe they age in 
violation of our yity ordi- 
nances, and I am asking the 
city issue a stop order so that 
no further development occurs 
on that property.” 

The store which contains 
graphic sex books, magazines 
also has “peep shows”, videos 


and sex paraphernalia has 
doubled the parking area and 
extended the back-of-the lot 
wall to separate the building 
from a residential area. 

Store owner Melvin Harris 
said that he has obtained all 
the necessary papers to do the 
work. 

“We bought the corner 
house and demolished it,’* 
Harris said. “The building was 
padlocked by the city because 
it was a crack house. The cor- 
ner was an eyesore. Now it 
isn’t. It’s a parking lot and 
there’s nothing wrong with 
that. In fact, the residents have 
thanked me for cleaning it up 
around here.” 


Harris said he was puzzled 
over the reaction of the city. 

“I don’t know what they are 
talking about,” Harris said. “I 
applied and received a permit 
to demolish the house and ex- 
pand the parking facilities 
here. It’s cost me around 
$65,000 to do all this. 

“I bought the building and 
paid all of the back taxes and 
paid the water bill on the 
building,” Harris continued. 
“We’ve improved this property 
and they (city officials) issued 
me a permit to do all of this.” 

Harris then produced a per- 
mit he said that the city issued 
for the work. 

“I have been in business 
here for about 22 years and
